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Welcome Home Souths 


By Bert van Bedaf 


nyone who has hung around 

at international airport 

arrivals will know what it 
feels like to wait for loved ones to 
emerge from the clutches of the 
Customs bureaucracy. 

There’s the tension of expectation, 
the excitement of the awaited embrace. 
Sesame! The doors open like the part- 
ing of the sea and here they come. 
Fausto, Goran, Steve, Nick, Con, 
Vaughan, John, Ange, and the rest of 
the boys, pushing their trolleys towards 
the crowded lounge as the cries of 
“Ole, Ole”, rise above the regular 
Melbourne Airport din. 

A few “Welcome back” balloons tug 
their strings tightly into the air. 

Several South Melbourne shirts, 
proudly worn by young fans in the 
throng of some 250 enthusiastic sup- 
porters, add to the festive occasion. It is 
not quite the ideal (or appropriate) set- 
ting to conduct interviews, but- oppor- 
tunity knocks. 

Last Tuesday, at about noon, the 
South Melboume club returned home 
from a fortnight of fame at the inaugur- 
al World Cup for Clubs in Brazil to a 
hero’s welcome. Camera lights flashed 
to record every historic moment for 
posterity, an instant to savour and 
temember. 

“It’s good to be home,” were the first 
words defender Con Blatsis uttered.

“Things worked out all right. The 
biggest impression of the trip was the 
professionalism. FIFA organised the 
tournament very well,” he said after 
nearly 30 hours flying from Rio de 
Janeiro to Melbourne. 

What about South’s performances? 
Three losses, against Vasco Da Gama 
(2-0), Necaxa (3-1) and Manchester 
United (2-0), but certainly creditable 
efforts against world opposition. 

“Even though we're a semi-profes- 
sional team, playing against the best 
professional teams in the world, we put 
up a very good fight.

Gama in front of a 90,000 crowd) was 
a shock to the system. The other two. 
games were a bit more quiet, because 
the Vasco supporters weren’t there. 
(Overall) we had this fantastic opportu- 
nity and we grabbed it with both hands. 
I think we did a good job. 

“Manchester United was another 
highlight. One of the world’s best 
teams,” Blatsis said, acknowledging 
the lightning improvisation of Gary 
Cole’s back-heel pass that set up the 
first goal. 

“Tt was a surprise. He got the ball 
and I thought he might have a shot. 

I stayed in front of him, but he gave 
a back-heel to Quinton Fortune (who 
scored). That’s the step they're ahead

WHEN REFEREEING IS A BREEZE 


eferees may be whistling 
Dixie for all they like, but 
their tune isn’t loved by any- 


one. 

Northern Spirit coach Graham 
Arnold and Carlton coach Stuart 
Munro slammed the standard of refer- 
eeing in the national league after their 
round 17 match at Olympic Park in 
Melbourne. ¢ 

Arnold described the whistle brigade 
as “a special breed,”, “shocking”, and 
“having a mind of their own”. His 
comments followed Spirit’s 1-0 loss, 
during which referee Matthew Breeze 
rather than the players claimed centre 
stage. 

In a puzzling performance, Breeze 
waved play on after five minutes, 
while Carlton striker Alex Moreira has 
clearly been pushed in the box by Luke 
Casserly and Carlton should have been 
given a penalty. 

He also issued Archie Thompson a 
yellow card for diving in the 57th 
minute, while in fact the Carlton 
striker had been cut down by Matthew 

Bingley. “I thought the yellow was 
for Bingley,” Arnold later remarked. 

Breeze played a vital part in the 


result by sending Troy Cranney (right- 
ly) off after a crude tackle and (justly) 
awarded a last minute penalty to 
Carlton, which gave the Blues the full 
points. 

Invited to comment on the referee- 
ing this season at the match post- 
mortem, Carlton coach Stuart Munro 
suggested, “The standard of refereeing 
has been inconsistent.” 

“J disagree with Stuart,” Spirit coach 
Graham Arnold said. “It has been con- 
sistent. It has been consistently bad. 
They’ re shocking.” 

So far, Breeze is king of the reds, 
with 10 send-offs to his name

(Cranney became his tenth scalp). 
Mark Shield with six is a distant sec- 
‘ond, while Con Diomis and Brett Hugo 
share third spot, having shown red five 
times this season. 

At about half way, the little red plas- 
tic has gone up 44 times to 43 players. 
Marconi’s Dominic Longo fell victim 
to Brett Hugo and Perry Mur. 

It’s been Mur’s only red so far. 

Breeze is building a reputation for 
himself among anxious coaches. 

“T told the players before the game, 
the referee is Mr Breeze. Every week 
he sends somebody off. So, make sure 
nothing’s happening,” Munro said he’d 
warned his team before kick-off. 

“Coaches are complaining about ref- 
erees all the time. There should be 
something that we can do to improve 
the standard of refereeing,” he suggest- 
ed. 

“Apparently what they do is train 
twice a week to keep fit and do a self- 
assessment once a week. They’ll never 
give themselves one out of 10. 

Definitely, there should be more 
soccer people involved in trying to 
improve the standard of refereeing. 

“Bach state (should have) its own 
soccer expert to become involved with 
the referees to try and help them along. 
That's what we’ re looking for. 

“Tf we're going to raise the criteria 
for clubs, we should also raise the 
standards in other areas. We've got to 


to perform? 

“J don’t want to harp on it, because 
referees have a job to do.as well, but 
they’re messing with our livelihood. 

“Tt happens every week to us. We 
got at least eight or nine offside goals 
scored against us this year. We go to 
Gary Power every week. ‘Tell me if 
it’s offside? Yes, it’s offside, What are 
you going to do about it? I can’t give 
you the three points back.’ Jesus, give 
me a break,” Arnold despaired. 

“Referees have their own mind. 
They don’t communicate with the 
players and coaches. They’re a special 
breed and what irritates me mostly 
about them is they treat you like 
schoolkids. They talk down to you all 
the time. 

“They frustrate players and frustrat- 
ed players end up doing stupid things,” 
he said,

NATIONAL POST FOR AUSSIE COACH

| eon Gardikiotis has become the first 
Australian coach to take charge of a 
national team other than Australia. 

Born in Germany and with Greek parents, 
Gardikiotis migrated to Australia when he was three, 

Discovered as a player in the 1982/83 Tasman Cup 
Final by Frank Arok, Gardikiotis went on to play in 
the champion Australian youth team featuring Robbie 
Slater, Andy Koczka and Vince Colagiuri amongst 
others. 

After stints in the National League with St.George 
and Sydney Olympic, Gardikiotis headed for the big 
time in Greece securing a three-year deal with 
Larissa, 

Not reaching any great heights as a player it was in 
1995/96 as assistant coach to Bertie Mariani at 
Wollongong City that he began to be noticed as a 
coach. 

Realising his coaching potential, Gardikiotis did 
his coaching certificate in Germany and then com-

pleted the FIFA recognised Senior Coaching Diploma 
in Brazil. 

It was in Brazil that Gardikiotis was able to hone 
in on his ability. 

Under the guidance of a host of Brazilian stars - 
1993 u/20 World Cup winner Julio Leal, 1990 
Brazilian coach Sebastian Lazaroni, World Cup win- 
ner as a player (1970) and as a coach (1994) Carlos 
Alberto Parreira and Neilson, the current Brazilian 
national team tactician, Gardikiotis is now a director 
of the Brazilian Football Academy of Excellence in 
Australia and Associate Professor of the Brazilian 
Football Academy in Rio. 

More recently Gardikiotis was in charge of the Fiji 
w17 National team which was involved in qualifying 
for the last World Cup in New Zealand. This included 
two matches against the Joeys - who went on to qual- 
ify and then reach the World Cup Final. 

Gardikiotis’ Fijians pushed the Joeys to the limit, 
Leading 1-0 in the group match with 12 minutes to go 
they crumbled conceding two late goals losing. 1-2, 
‘The second match was the Oceania Final where the 
Fijians came unstuck, losing 5-0 to the now heralded 
Joeys, 

But it was at this tournament that Gardikiotis was 
noticed by a Frenchman, Richard van Sam, who was &S: 
in charge of the Tahiti u/17’s at the same tournament, 

Van Sam watched a number of Gardikiotis’ train- 
ing sessions and coupled with the young Fijians’ per- 
formances was convinced this man could lead Tahiti, 

Last November Gardikiotis went to Tahiti to watch 
a number of First Division matches involving the 
small island nation’s top two clubs — Venus (who 
Jost in the final to South Melbourne for qualifying for 
the recent World Club Championships in Brazil) and 
Pirrea.

FUTSAL FARCE |D0N'T GET CARRIED AWAY

Dear Sir, 

Shame, Futsal Australia, Shame. 

At a time when we should be teaching our children morals, 
the importance of fair play and, in sport, to accept the referees 
decision, over the weekend we saw perhaps one of the worst 
decisions ever made and a decision that will have ramifications 
for Indoor Soccer in this country. 

At the National Futsal Indoor titles held at the Australian 
Institute of Sport — Canberra last weekend, in a semi-final of 
the U10s competition, a Sydney based team, which was unde- 
feated for the whole of the tournament won a penalty shootout 
(yes the dreaded penalty shootout which is traumatic enough for 
adults let alone 10- year old children) fairly and squarely. 

However, a frivolous protest from the opposition Canberra

The decision was despite the match referees setting the rules 
of the shootout at the time, which-were followed by both teams 
precisely. 

Tt is also worth nothing that a parent from the Canberra team 
physically assaulted the referee following the shootout, 

A fine example for our impressionable children. 

Just when Futsal Australia could step in and make an example 
of what had happened, their appeals committee favours the 
Canberra team and by this apparently condones the violent 
behaviour we had witnessed. 

They also by their decisions, sent out the message that the 
decision of the referee is not necessarily final despite all other 
things being equal. 

For the record, the parents of the Sydney based team refused 
to subject their children to the retaking of the penalty shootout in 
the circumstances and went home leaving the Canberra team to 
play the final. 

Understandably, the Sydney children were distraught with 


what had happened but their parents took the sensible decision 
and considered the well being of the children (of both teams). 
Now what messages can be interpreted from what happened? 
* The referees decision is not final and 
* If you don’t agree with the referee’s decision, condone vio- 
Tent behaviour and assault and you may yet win the game. 
What a disgrace and with decisions like that it’s no wonder 
Soccer in this country runs a very sad fourth to the other codes 
and we are losing sight of what sport really means.

After ringing Futsal I discovered a number of things. 

There in fact was an error. The referee stated that the five on- 
court players had to take the penalty kicks. The FIFA law states 
that the five players must be chosen by the Captain. 

So although it seemed unfair, the decision, based on the laws 
of the game was actually correct. 

Perhaps the simpler solution would have been to explain the 
situation to the kids, who I’m sure would have re-taken the kicks 
for a chance to play in the final. I know thay wouldn't have been 
happy about it but they would have done it. 

T hope this is not a case of parents trying to live out their 
dreams through their children because it happens all too often. 

These kids could have been robbed of a National Title. 

If only common sense had prevailed. Then again if common. 
sense had prevailed I wouldn't be answering this letter. 

I choose not to discuss the violent behaviour suggested 
because I was not there to see it - but if it did take place, then it 
is a sorry state of affairs that ANY set of adults subjects 10-year- 
olds to this sort of experience.

Maradona — one of the world’s 
best ever footballers but never far 
from scandal and drama in his person- 
al life — is staying at the exclusive La 
Pradera complex with his entourage of 
family, advisers and doctors. 

The 39-year-old star strolled round 
the spacious complex on the western 
edge of the Cuban capital, checking 
out its well-groomed gardens, swim- 
ming pool, and medical facilities, wit- 
nesses said. 

“It’s confirmed. All the treatment is 
going to be here,” Dr. Pedro F. 
Llerena Fernandez, who heads La 
Pradera’s international health centre, 
said. 

“At the moment we are carrying out 
all the analyses to make a complete 
evaluation and see what sort of treat- 
ment is going to be followed.” 

Maradona will live with relatives in 
a bungalow inside the complex, which 
has a total capacity for 170 patients
